The average price paid for the 
sealskins was $50. They were the 
first skins put on sale. The bidding 
was not spirited. Early in the ses- 
sion some skins sold as low as $27.50 
and some as high as $60. 

Better Prices Expected. 

Although the fur market has been 
very demoralized for several months, 
due to the “‘buyers’ strike’ and labor 
difficulties, causing the autumn auc- 
tion to be canceled and the presen: 
one postponed from the original 
date, there was a revival of optimism 
at the opening of the sale and the 
expectation is that the prices will be 
better than were obtained at 
York and Montreal sales 
January. 

The registration last week, when 
the furs were placed on inspection, 
was larger than at any previous sale 
and officials of the Funsten firm said 
that 40 per cent of the arrivals were 
dealers wh ohad not attended pre- 
vious sales.

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city. Crowded living conditions are 
undoubtedly one of the most conspic- 


‘uous causes of tuberculosis. Con- 
gestion, lack of breathing space and | 


laak of sunlight prevail not only in 
the sweltering tenements of the poor- 
est districts, but among the “cliff 
dwellers” of the West End boule- 


vards. 

Effictency is the keynote of indus- 
trial progress, but with it has come 
the sacrifice of health and many of 
the principles essential to longevity. 
In many expensive efficiency apart- 
ments one will find as great a num-~ 
ber of neople sleeping in one room as 
can be. found in the most squalid 
home !n the tenement district. There 
are mahy laws on the books regulat- 
ing housing conditions, but there is 
always room for improvement tn this 
direction. I have not infrequently 
called on patients who live below the 
level of the street, not unlike some of 
éur rodent neighbors. 

Much has been done to make. 
working conditions more healthful in 
our factories. Not only our city fa- 
thers, but our captains of production 
are to be commended for their ef- 
forts in this direction. Light and 
well-ventilated factories are becom- 
ing the rule and not the exception. 
Rut laws in this connection should 


also compel the larger markets of. 


trade, the large offices, theaters, 
meeting halls and all other places 


‘where many human beings congre-| 


gate, to observe all the essentials of 
sanitation and hygiene. Not long ago 
I stepped into an office of a life in-

This 
was the fault of the workers, for no 
sooner would someone open @& win- 
dow than someone else would close 
it. No one has ever died of fresh 
air, but, of course, strong drafts 
should be avoided.

Accumulations of filth in yards and 
alleys are a great menace to the pub- 
lic health. This is so well known 
that no further discussion about it is 
necessary, and yet anyone could 
take a camera about the city and 
bring back 50 indisputable photo- 
graphs in a surprisingly short time. 
There are laws governing the clean- 
ing up of these places, but we find a) 
laxness in their enforcement and an 
insufficient number of men in the 
Health Department to take care of 
this crying need. We must assist the 
Health Department in obtaining an 
adequate force of workers to keep 
our city clean and sanitary. 

The Wisiting nurse and the social 
worker, @omparative innovations in, 
municipal life, have done more good 
in the struggle against tuberculosis 
than any other group Of individuals, 
not even excepting the doctors. They 
actually have put the much needed 
punch in the fight against this dread 
disease. They not only help the sick 
with necessities and medical atten- 
tion, but they place them in proper, 
institutions for their treatment, not 
only benefiting them, but = saving 
other members of their familles.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—France 
has honored the United States Lawn 
Tennis Association by issuing a spe- 
cial invitation for this nation to send 
a representative to the annual meet- 


ing of the International Lawn Ten- 


nis Federation. 


The invitation to attend the meet- 
ing, which is to be held in Paris, 
March 18, comes as a gratifying sur- 
prise to the officials here. It is the 
first indication that the lawn tennis 
prowess of the American players is 
recognized as such an important fac- 
tor in the game as to cause the fed- 
eration to be ineffective without the 
United States as a member nation.

The public gets the hole of the doughnut, and 
worse—it pays for the dcughuut it doesn't get. 

The city has only to go into court and get 
ment for $2,500.000 mill tax past due. The 
tax is deciared valid. The company must accept 
judgment for past accumulated obligations an 
continue te pay the tax. But the company has no 
funds. Its credit is nil. It cannot borrow. The 
judgment would throw it into bankruptcy and th 
hands of receivers. A reorganization would prob- 
ably squeeze the water out of its excess capital- 
ization—an unthinkable result to the bondholders. 

In order to save the company for a time at least 
from bankruptcy the city agrees to extend the 
payment of the mill tax accumulations over 10 
years and to relieve the company of the cloud on 
its frenchise—practically to validate the central 
traction franchise until 1939, the term of th 
blanket grant, because dismissing the Jefferson 
avente line suit prejudices any suit the city may 
bring against an expiring underiyi franchise in 
the future. 

The company is relieved of the cloud on its 
franchise ostensibly to enable it to pay the mill 
tax debts, but President McCullough of the Unit- 
ed Railways says nothing about borrowing money 
for that purpose: he says the additional burden 
f the mill tax debt will be laid before the Public 
Service Commission as an additional reason for 
granting the 7-cent fare. 

The public will pay 7-cent fares to pay th 
tax which the company owes the city. The city 
will get nothing more than its just due and the 
water-logged company will be enabled to limp 
along until another opportunity to beat the cit 
comes. The credit is needed to take care of ex- 
piring bonded indebtedness. 

The so-called bargain does not advance the 
cause of good service and rapid transit one inch
